1 was only fourteen years old when

Baste the Bear. 

This is a lively blood warming game, 
well suited for the noon hour or the 
recess period, says Youth's Compan- 
ion. Any number of boys can play. 
The only implemmt required to an <M 
gunny sack for each player. 

The sacks are loosely rolled the long 
way, but not tied. To start the game, 
one boy volunteers tQ.be the bear. He 
diooses another hoy for his keeper. 

The bear stoops, as the boy does 
who is "down" at leap frog, if he 
does not bend hto head far enough at 
first he will soon learn to do it. He 
holds bis ankles with both bands, but 
with one hand he also holds one end 
of ills own sack. The keeper holds 
the ottter end of the bear's sack in 
one hand, and In the other hto own 
sack. 

The rest of the players circle round, 
watching for a chance to bit the bear 
with their sacks and escape being hit 
by the keei)er. The keeper tries to 
touch one of the players with his sack. 
Whenever he succeeds, the player so 
touched becomes the bear, the old 
keeper joii s the players, and the ex- 
bear becomes keei>er until he can win 
ills place amimg the other players 
again. 

Should either the bear or his keeper 
let go of either end of either sack and 
thus "break the circuit," the bear may 
be •Mjasted" until the connection is re- 
storetl. .\o touch made by the keeper 
counts unless both he and the bear 
have bold of the bear's sack.

Concerning Fire. 

There are different kinds of fire. 
Have jou ever wondered why the 
flame of the kitchen store to Iriue, irhj 
the open gas jet and the incandescent 
electric bulb shed yellow light, why 
the gas mantle shines white and why 
the eU" trie arc is blue. esi)ecially 
when you see it biu'ning iu the day- 
time? The source of the Ught to dif- 
ferent. 

The old fashioned gas Jet and the 

incandescent bulb shine because the 
carbon (or tungsten t iu them is more 
than red hot The dlffermce to that 
the thin wire of carbon (or something 
else) iu the bulb is heated by electric- 
ity and the fine carbon dust of the 
open flame (It is called soot when it's 
cold), is heated by the blue flame. 
The yellow g:js flame is not nearly so 
hot as the blue. That is why you 
should not turn up tlie gas too high 
whcL ; '>u are cooking things on the 
kitchen range. 

The gas mantle is white because the 
fabric is heated to n great degree by 
a blue llanie inside, much like that of 
the kitelien stove, and very- hot. The 
electric arc shines with the light from 
intensely hot carbon, but mostly from 
the oxygen of tlie air, whi' h is r.iised 
to a white heat by the passage of elec- 
tricity between the two carbons.

The feeding of a smull herd of dairy 
wltlioat' a alio fMNB a Hmtted 

amouLt of runout tillage land presents 
quite a problem— tbat is, if a profit is 
made, wrttea a New Hampriiire farm- 
er in the Raral New Yorker. V\'hile 
there is now no question about the 
value and economy of silage as a feed, 
it is nevertheless a fact that tiiousands 
of farment are stiil witliout a silo. 
The best salistitate we hare foand for 
silage is dried beet pulp, which we 
commenced feeding soon after it-Aas 
put oo the market 

Previous to using the pulp we fed 
the grains coaiuiouiy considered best 
for dairy cows- viz. cornmeal, bran, 
cottonseed meal, gluten feed, hominy, 
etc.— in various combinations, depend- 
ing on the cost of each and kind of 
ruugbage available. But we had more 
or less trouble from garget, caked* ud- 
der, cows off feed, and they would 
generally shrink in milk mucli sooner 
than we thoutrbt tbey should. The beet 
pulp did net perhaps cause the cows to 
give a greatly increased flow of milk, 
bat there were much less variation 
and shrinkage, and the troubles above 
mfentioned disappeared. We have fed 



FLAMS FLEET OF DMtiaHliES. 

Qenr.an Inventer Weiifd Carry 300 

Passengers Across the Atlantic. 

Vienua.— The German airship invenfe- 
or. A. Boemer. is here trying to 
raise capiUil to finance a line of trans 
atlnntic dirigibles, each capable of car- 
rying .30() passengers and of rroaalllJL 
the Atlantic in fifty hours. 

French experts state that the new 
airship certainly Is the most practica- 
ble yet designed for long voyages. 
The invt>ntor says it will briiig Vienna 
within sixty hours of New York. The 
ships are to be aa Inznrloas as the Im- | 
perator, with a length of SOO feet and | 
a width of eighty. There are to be 300 
cabins, dining and smoking rooms, a 
promenade deck, kitchens and electoic 
lights. Built in a seml-rigfd car run- 
ning the entire length of the ship will 
be thirty-four motors of 150 to 200 
horsepower each, so arranged ttat no 
ballast will be carried. 

Engine breakdown or explosion will 
be theoretically impds.^ihlo. Three sep- 
arate gas bags in a single envelope will 
lift the sbfp. The sUp will be able to 
make n non.stop flight of 4,000 miles at 
an average of sixty-eight miles hourly, 
landin;; without external aid.

The rule we follow quite i losely, but 
with some variation for amount of 
grain per cow, to one pound of grain 
for each three pounds of milk.

New York.— Leprosy Is on the In- 
crease, according to the statements of 
various scientists studying the disease 
in different parts of the world. In 
Paraguay the number of cases doubled 
within ten years, says Dr. J. W. Lind 
say, an Englishman. There are GU<J 
lepers at Molokal, in Hawaii, and 100 
Isolated in Honolulu The tn-.t quoted 
report of the disease in the United 
States places the number of leprosy 
cases at 140 

In German East .Vfrica Um di.-^ease is 
on the iijcrease. Dr. Albert Serra of 
the University of CagHarl, Sardinia, 
says tiuit many more leprosy cases ex- 
ist In Sardlnta than the statlstfcs rs-

Teresa, now queen of Bavaria. 

The recent change of rulcrg in the 
little kingdom of Bavaria, when the 
diet removed Um insane Klqg Otto 
from the throne and called as his suc- 
cessor Prince Ludwig, formerly the 
regent brings to mind once more that 
contention against the legitimacy of 
the enthroned British dynasty. It an- 
nounces tiiat there are still Jacobites 
who persist that the rightful ruler is 
this wife of the Bavarian king, wbo Is 
also a direct heir to the regal stats of 
Charles I. of England. 

But if these l^timists do now and 
then !i';somblc to drink tonsts to 
Queeu Mary IV. and do use their own 
postage stamps, thus proclaiming them 
selves traitors, nobody in England 
worries and nobody outside the em- 
pire knows such a [)arty exists except 
as a memory arises from history book 
days or when, as now, attention is at- 
tracted to osie involved in this conten 
tion. Year by year those who give 
allegiance to Maria Teresa as the 
rightful queen of England become 
fewer. Long ago the Jacobites ceaseil 
to trouble the minds of those who 
wear the crown. To all but them- 
selves the whole matter has become 
little more than a romantic idea. 

Now that Maria Teresa wears one 
crown it cannot but mean a shadow to 
the enthusiasm of those who decorate 
the statue of Charles 1. on the anni- 
versary of his execution. It makes 
still more remote any chance that this 
descendant of the beheaded monarch 
or any others who may come after her 
will ever wear the British crown. She 
and her husband are firmly fixed on 
the throne of Bavaria. Their olde.<t 
son, rrince Ru];>ert is now forty-four 
years oM^ and itopalar am«Mig tlie peo^ 
pie. He. too, has a son, a bright, 
handsome little fellow, twelve years 
old. Thus the line reaches onbnrikeB 
generations into the future. 

But yet the Jacobites have hopes. 
Eagerly they watch the marriages and 
births in this Stuart line, hailing each 
new arrival as king or qneen or hdr 
to the throne, and eagerly, too, they 
watch the Hanoverian line, hoping that 
some breach may appear and they be 
given a chance to gather their strength 
and force their own "ruler" Into his or 
her "rightful" place.
